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Panthers win one, lose one in Regional play 



The Augusta Panthers 
post-season run continued 
on Friday night, March 
at the Mason County Field- 
house against the 38th dis¬ 
trict runner-up, the Robert¬ 
son County Black Devils. 
The two teams had played 
two fairly close games in 
the regular season so this 
one was expected to be 
close. Augusta came out 
like a ball of fire with al¬ 
ternating three pointers 
from Connor Maddox and 
Brent Bach and they led 12- 
4. But it would take more 
than that to phase the Black 
Devils as they made a run 
of their own, 13-2, to close 
out the quarter and lead, 17- 
14. In the 2nd quarter Au¬ 
gusta would regain the lead 
but couldn’t shake Robert¬ 
son County. The Panthers 
hoped to have the lead at 
the half but a Dawson Coo¬ 
per runner in the lane just 
before the buzzer tied the 
game at 30 all. 

The 3rd quarter would 
be the difference in this one 
as Augusta’s defense would 
break this one wide open 
and give the Panthers con¬ 
trol. It didn’t help that Rob¬ 
ertson County just couldn’t 
stop Brent Bach. The Pan¬ 
thers finished the 3rd quar¬ 
ter leading 53-41. In the 
4th quarter the Black Devils 
made a couple runs in hopes 
of coming all the way back 
but they couldn’t make it 
and Augusta finished off 
the game, 75-62. The win 
gave the Panthers their first 
region win since 1950. It 
also gave them 20 wins (20- 
11) for the second straight 
season. Brent Bach led all 
scorers with 43 points. He 
was joined in double figures 
by Connor Maddox with 17 
and Camryn Snapp with 


11. Dustin Freeman and Ow¬ 
ens Crawford added 2 points 
each. The Panthers would 
move on to face the Mont¬ 
gomery County Indians in the 
region semifinals. 

The Augusta Panthers 
then faced the unenviable task 
of playing the region’s favor¬ 
ite, the Montgomery County 
Indians, in the 10th region 
semifinals on Monday eve¬ 
ning, March 10th. The two 
squads had faced each other 
earlier with the Indians claim¬ 
ing a 89-59 victory. Everyone 
knew this one would be much 
different. The first half would 
be a 2 man show for the Pan¬ 
thers in the scoring column. 
Brent Bach and Connor Mad¬ 
dox helped the Panthers take 
an 18-14 lead after 1 quarter. 


In the 2nd quarter it was much 
of the same. Augusta’s team 
defense plus Bach and Mad¬ 
dox shooting the ball helped 
keep Montgomery County in 
check and the Panthers led at 
the break, 28-27. 

In the 3rd quarter Au¬ 
gusta would draw first blood 
with a Bach basket to put 
the Panthers up 30-27. But 
the Indians would score the 
next 12 points to take a 39-30 
lead prompting an Augusta 
timeout. But Augusta wasn’t 
finished. The Panthers came 
storming back and closed out 
the 3rd quarter down 45-42. 
Hope was still alive for Au¬ 
gusta with the game tied at 53 
apiece with 3:37 remaining. 
Unfortunately for the Pan¬ 
thers though, Montgomery 


County would close out the 
game from that point on a 16- 
5 run to move on to the finals, 
69-58. In his final game as an 
Augusta Panther Brent Bach 
finished with 34 points, lead¬ 
ing all scorers. He was joined 
in double figures by Con¬ 
nor Maddox with 19 points, 
including 5 three-pointers, 
bringing his post-season total 
to 18. Augusta would fall to 
20-12 thus ending one of the 
more historic and memorable 
seasons in Augusta history. 
Camryn Snapp had 4 points 
and Owens Crawford 1. 

Much appreciation goes 
out to The Bracken County 
News for once again print¬ 
ing my stories of our games 
for our passionate fans, the 
greatest fans in this region 


and maybe the state. Also 
to the senior class that has 
become the first class in 
Augusta history to go to 
four straight 10th region 
tournaments and over the 
last 2 seasons, back to back 
district championships.

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebrations 1839-1939 
Some History of the 
Court House Continued 

We find from the record 
that the October 1801 term 
of court was held in the Court 
House in the town of Augus¬ 
ta as was also the December 
1801 term. On the 4^^ of Janu¬ 
ary 1802 court was held in Au¬ 
gusta as was also the February 
Term of the same year. At the 
March term 1802 we find the 
following order entered with 
reference to the holding of the 
court: 

“Bracken County, Sec. 
March Term, 1802. day, 9 
o’clock in the morning at a 
court held in the Court House 
in the town of Oxford, present 
William Woodward, Rudolph 
Black and John McDowell, 
Gentlemen Justices. 

Orders that court be ad¬ 
journed until one o’clock this 
day to be opened in the town 
of Augusta.” 

The town of Oxford was 
located in the field not owned 
by James Hannon on the Ger¬ 
mantown and Brooksville 
turnpike road about 3-8 of a 
mile from the Public Square in 
Brooksville.

GRAND JURY 
INDICTMENTS 

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Gina J. Hamilton 
on Wednesday, March 5. 

The grand jury charges that 
Gina Hamilton committed five 
offenses of theft of mail matter 
when she stole mail matter of 
another from the Germantown 
Post Office. That mail matter 
contained 3 Walmart gift cards 
in the amount of $100, $25, 
and $20, cash in the amount of 
$80, and a Visa gift card in the 
amount of $100. If convicted, 
each of the 5 counts in the in¬ 
dictment are punishable by 1-5 
years imprisonment each. 


prior to March 1802 a Court 
House was built at the Town 
of Oxford, in Bracken County, 
the first Court House as shown 
by the records that was built in 
the County. 

At the May 1803 term 
we find the following order 
entered on the record book of 
Quarter Sessions. 

Commissioners appointed 
to draw an accurate plan for 
the Court House returned their 
report in these words: 

“The Court House to be 
36 by 20 feet in the clear, to 
be of stone one foot under 
ground, and two feet above 
the ground. 

To be 2 feet and one-half 
thick, the lower story to be 
two brick thick, and nine feet 
between the floor and ceiling. 

The upper story to be one 
and one-half brick thick and 
eight feet between the floor 
and ceiling with one angled 
chimney, with four fire places 
completely finished, one fold¬ 
ing door, six windows below, 
and two above, of twenty-four 
lights each, four rooms of 
twelve feet square each at one 
end of the house to be covered 
with joint shingles, plain cor¬ 
nice and bed mold.

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S.A.L.U.T.E. Program announces 
first graduating classes

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Department start¬ 
ed a new program at the 
schools this year entitled 
S.A.L.U.T.E. (Students 
and Law-Enforcement 
United Through Educa¬ 
tion). While similar to the 
DARE Program that had 
been taught for 20 years in 
our schools, S.A.L.U.T.E. 
branches into areas not 
covered through DARE. 
Still taught in 10 weeks, 
the students learned they 
have a right to be educated 
in a safe environment and 
to not be bullied. They also 
learned ways to resist drug 
use and abuse and how to 
avoid gangs and violence. 

The program was 
designed by Sheriff Nie¬ 
meier and Chief Deputy 
Bob Scott by taking les¬ 
sons most applicable to 
our changing times from 
other programs being 
taught around our nation. 
While once the big issue 
was drugs, now our stu¬ 
dents find themselves fac¬ 
ing peer pressure of gang 


nature and violence from 
bullying scenarios. Surpris¬ 
ing the face of the bully has 
changed from the oversized 
male on the playground to 
that of a female who strikes 
out through social media. 

In keeping up with this 
trend, the S.A.L.U.T.E. Pro¬ 
gram teaches students the 
importance of being asser¬ 


tive and building self-esteem 
through positive relation¬ 
ships with family and peers. 

Teachers hearing the 
program presented for the 
first time are glad to see it 
expanded beyond the typical 
“Just Say No” program of the 
past. They have noticed the 
students are also very recep¬ 
tive and willing to tell oth¬ 


ers what they learned. The 
program will be taught not 
only in the 5th grade, but 
also the 2nd and 7th grades 
and into the high school 
grades.

Be Sweet to Your Feet 
if You Have Diabetes 

Taking care of your feet is 
very important for people with 
diabetes. Good foot care helps 
reduce your risk for serious 
foot problems that can lead to 
amputations. To decrease your 
risk of foot problems, learn to 
manage the ABCs of diabe¬ 
tes. This means keeping your 
blood glucose (as measured by 
the AlC test), blood pressure, 
and cholesterol in the target 
range recommended by your 
health care provider. Ask your 
health care provider about 
your diabetes ABCs and how 
to do a foot exam at home. 

Be sweet to your feet by 
following these foot care tips: 

• Check your feet every 
day (evening is best) for cuts, 
blisters, red spots, swelling, 
and sore toenails. If you have 
trouble bending over to see 
your feet, use a plastic mir¬ 
ror or ask a family member or 
caregiver to help. 

• Wash your feet every day 
in warm water, and be sure to 
dry well between the toes. 

• Rub a thin coat of skin 
lotion on the tops and bottoms 
of your feet, but not between 
your toes. 

• Trim your toenails care¬ 
fully and straight across when 
needed. See your podiatrist if 
you need help. 

• Never walk barefoot, 
and wear comfortable shoes 
that fit well and protect your 
feet. Nerve damage can cause 
loss of feeling. Look and feel 
inside your shoes before put¬ 
ting them on. Ask your team 
about getting special shoes. 

• Keep the blood flowing 
to your feet by wiggling your 
toes and moving your ankles 
up and down for 5 minutes, 
two or three times a day. 

• Plan a physical activity 
program with your health care 
team. 

• Take your shoes and 
socks off at every check up 
and have your doctor look at 
your feet. Tell your health care 
team right away about any 
foot problems. 

• Let your doctor know 
right away if you have loss of 
feeling in your feet, changes 
in the shape of your foot or 
foot ulcers or sores that do not 
heal.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


The week may have 
been cut short by a day be¬ 
cause of another round of 
winter weather, but the Ken¬ 
tucky House of Representa¬ 
tives didn’t let that stand in 
the way of approving a broad 
collection of bills. 

Those ranged from the 
relatively simple - help¬ 
ing sheriff’s departments 
fill vacancies - to the mor¬ 
ally complex, which in this 
case would build on the cur¬ 
rent directives people have 
regarding what life-saving 
measures, if any, they want 
taken. 

That legislation drew 
strong support in the House 
on Thursday after several of 
my colleagues highlighted 
the difficult medical deci¬ 
sions they had faced in their 
families. 

Under House Bill 145, 
both physicians and patients 
(or their loved ones, if nec¬ 
essary) would truly be on the 
same page in the patient’s 
final days. More specifi¬ 
cally, this would call on the 
Kentucky Board of Medi¬ 
cal Licensure to develop a 
standardized order form that 
would help determine the 
scope of treatment in provid¬ 
ing comfort and care. 

The other legislation to 
clear the House last week 
was less emotional. 

The bill to help sheriffs, 
for example, would make it 
easier for them to hire retired 
police officers. This cost¬ 
saving move would help 
these departments add to 
their force without many of 
the expenses tied to training 
or retirement. 

Another law enforce¬ 
ment-related bill. House Bill 
90, would make sure that 
most drivers under 18 attend 
court with a parent or guard¬ 
ian if the teen received a traf¬ 
fic ticket. 

House Bill 242, mean¬ 
while, would prohibit em¬ 
ployers from retaliating 
against employees who are 
crime victims and have to 
take leave to attend court pro¬ 
ceedings tied to the crime. 

Other legislation the 
House sent to the Senate in¬ 
cludes House Bill 418, which 
would make it possible for 
siblings to petition a court for 
visitation rights; House Bill 
121, which would help make 
sure parents are better in¬ 
formed if an incident involv¬ 
ing a knife or firearm hap¬ 
pens on school grounds; and 
House Bill 337, which would 
make it easier for former ser¬ 
vice men and women to use 
qualified military training in 
meeting the requirements to 
work in the heating and air 
industry. 



Although it is just start¬ 
ing out, a bill filed late last 
week would move forward 
one of the General Assem¬ 
bly’s main goals this year: 
improving Kentucky’s juve¬ 
nile-justice system. 

It is an issue that has been 
studied closely for nearly 
two years by a task force that 
brought together officials 
from all three branches of 
state government and other 
stakeholders. 

The cost of juvenile jus¬ 
tice is considerable. It takes 
about $100,000 to house a 
juvenile for a year, which is 
nearly five times the rate for 
an adult inmate. More than 
half of the $102 million an¬ 
nual budget for the Depart¬ 
ment of Juvenile Justice, in 
fact, goes for housing costs 
alone. 

Our goal with juvenile 
justice is to mirror what 
the General Assembly did 
in 2011 in the wake of sky¬ 
rocketing prison costs. As 
we have seen since then, 
smart-on-crime, data-driven 


measures prove we can in¬ 
crease public safety while 
saving tax dollars. 

While we wait for that 
legislation to move forward, 
the House is set to vote on 
its proposed two-year bud¬ 
get this week. Our plan is 
expected to differ little from 
what Governor Beshear 
presented in January, mean¬ 
ing the House is on track 
to significantly shift more 
money toward elementary 
and secondary education 
and approve a large num¬ 
ber of construction projects 
at our public postsecondary 
schools. 

With only two more full 
weeks left in this legislative 
session, plus a few more days 
in April, the House and Sen¬ 
ate are now within sight of 
the end, meaning the hours 
spent working will get longer 
as the number of remaining 
days gets shorter. 

I want to thank those 
who have contacted me, and 
encourage you to join them 
if you have any thoughts or 
concerns involving the is¬ 
sues now before us. There is 
still time.

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Improving Your Soil 
Health - March I?*** 

The Bracken County 
Extension Service will host 
a workshop on improving 
your soil health on Monday, 
March 17th at 10:00 a.m.. 

Now is the best time to 
start planning to make chang¬ 
es in our cropping methods 
to improve our soils. It is 
not as simple to just add a 
little fertilizer each year. We 
need to start thinking about 
the physical and biological 
health of the soil. This past 
year we saw tremendous 
losses in tobacco fields that 
drowned due to heavy rains 
and poor soil drainage. Does 
you field have hardpans or 
compaction layers that pre¬ 
vent water infiltration? Has 


tillage ruined soil structure 
and pore space? This may 
be the reason some fields 
showed greater damage than 
other fields that did not have 
a problem. Are you adding 
organic matter to the soil? 
Are you taking advantage 
of legume cover crops that 
can add nitrogen to the soil? 
Are you protecting valuable 
topsoil from erosion? Does 
your soil work well or does 
it require multiple trips with 
tillage to break up clods? All 
of these questions deal di¬ 
rectly with the health of your 
soil. We will also discuss 
items such as Soil Aggre¬ 
gates, Water Holding Capac¬ 
ity, Soil Crusting, Permeabil¬ 
ity, Stored Cycled Nutrients 
and Crop Residue. 

Tobacco farmers, grain 


and silage producers, should 
take a very close look at the 
soil health used to produce 
profitable crops. With le¬ 
gume cover crops, you can 
produce 50-100 pounds of 
nitrogen along with organic 
matter and soil protection, 
the latter two, cannot be 
purchased in a bag of fertil¬ 
izer. Even pasture and hay 
producers will benefit from 
the understanding of nutrient 
removal, nutrient accumu¬ 
lation, and water pollution. 
This class was presented in 
the fall and is being repeated 
for producers that did not at¬ 
tend in the fall. This class 
will qualify for the Phase I 
Educational Requirement.

Provided, 
however, in the event a party of this action is the successful bidder at the sale of the property 
by the Master Commissioner, then the said party, upon payment of the court costs and sale 
expenses and any liens or judgments that have been given priority herein over the lien and 
judgment of said successful bidder/party, shall have its bid credited against its judgment 
herein. 

If the purchaser(s) fails to comply with the terms of the sale then, in such event, the 
Master Commissioner shall immediately resell the property upon the same terms and 
conditions as set forth herein, excepting only any necessary changes in the time and date of 
sale. Possession of the property herein sold shall be given to the purchaser after payment 
in full of the purchase price and confirmation of the sale by the Bracken Circuit Court. 
Pursuant to the Judgment herein, the purchaser shall be required to assume and pay all ad 
valorem property taxes assessed against the property for 2014 and all subsequent years 
thereafter.

to The Dance where they proj¬ 
ect as a 14 or 15 seed. 

I would make a case. 
Eastern is NCAA Tournament- 
bound thanks to Virginia Com¬ 
monwealth. 

On December 5, Jeff 
Neubauer’s Colonels traveled 
to VCU both were 6-2.
